KEEP TEMPERATURE AT 78° 

During hot summer months, you 
can cut air conditioning costs 
substantially by cooling a room— 
or your whole house—no lower 
than 78°. It could cost about 30% 
less for air conditioning if you 
keep the temperature at 78° 
instead of 70°. If you use a room 
air conditioner, hang a 
thermometer on the wall. Check 
it to see that the room 
temperature drops no lower than 
78°. Remember: air conditioning 
is not to make you cold—just 
comfortable. 


KEEP EQUIPMENT CLEAN 

Clean accessible parts, hut be 
careful not to damage them. 
Check filters every month and 
clean or replace as needed. 


COOL ONLY ROOMS IN USE 

If you have a room unit, keep all 
doors closed to the room you’re 
cooling. Of course, no matter 
what system you use, whenever 
you air condition keep the outside 
doors and windows closed 
throughout the house.

A hill limiting; prepay¬ 
ment penalties on home 
loans passed Iho Senate, 
34-0, Thursday, May 8. 

According to the author, 
Newport Beach Republican 
Dennis E. Carpenter, the 
measure could save Califor¬ 
nia. homeowners thousands 
of dollars in penalty pay¬ 
ments when they sell their 
homes. 

No prepayment penalties 
could be Charged against a 
loan on an owner-occupied 
.“ingle family dwelling after 
the loan was five years old. 

In the first five years of 
such a loan, the owner could 
prepay .up to 20 per cent of 
the original principle in any 
one year without penalty. 

Prepayment pe n a 11 i e s 
could be charged on any 
amount paid in one 12- 
month period which is in 
excess of 20 per cent of the 
original loan. The penalty 
could' not be more than six- 
months’ interest on the ex¬ 
cess amount paid, (under 
Senator Carpenter’s bill. 

For example, during the 
first five years of a.n original 
loan of $25,000 the home- 
owner could repay up to 
$5,000 in any 12-month per¬ 
iod without having to pay 
a prepayment penalty. 

If he prepaid $7,000 dur¬

From the State 

California’s counlies have 
shared' i.n a $19,958,410 reim¬ 
bursement for income lost 
due to state-mandated busi¬ 
ness inventory tax exemp¬ 
tions, and will get another 
$34,280,007 as soon as the 
legislature appropriates the 
money, State Controller Ken¬ 
neth Cory announced. 

“Because the claims for 
reimbursement exceeded the 
appropriation included in 
the 1974-75 budget, it was 
necessary to prorate distri¬ 
bution of the remaining 
funds' in this payment,” 
Cory said. “This resulted in 
each county receiving only 
36.8 per cent of the amount 
due a,t this time. 

Los Angeles County re¬ 
ceived $7,701,238.96 as 36.8 
per cent of the $20,993,530.85 
reimbursement due at this 
time. 

Californ i a’s counties, 
cities, school districts and' 
special districts have also 
received $243,167,401 as an¬ 
other part of the total reim¬ 
bursement due them from 
the State for 1974-75 income 
losses resulting from the 
Homeowner’s Property Tax 
Exemption. 

“This brings the home- 
ow.ncrse tax reimbursement 
to $90,274,982 so far this 
fiscal year,” Cory said. “That 
is $37,107,497 more than the 
reimbursements at the same 
point in 1973-74.”

“Give me your tired, your poor, 

Your huddled masses yearning to breathe free , 

The wretched refuse of your teeming shore. 

Send these, the homeless, tempest-tost to me, 

I lift my lamp beside the golden door.” 

I had to read and re-read these words from the poem 
by Emma Lazarus inscribed on the pedestal of the Statue 
of Liberty to make sure in my own mind that the United 
States was still that great melting pot, that wonderful 
country which had offered so much hope to many millions 
if immigrants these past two hundred years. 

The words are still inscribed on the pedestal of the 
Statue of Liberty, but do we Americans believe them 
any more? 

The panic of so many of us 205 million Americans 
over the arrival of 100,000 South Vietnam refugees defies 
logic. It is almost like the outcry over the “yellow peril 
of a century ago. The statements of public officials in 
my own state of California, officials who should know 
better, border on the absurd. 

“Disease, disease, they are bringing all those diseases,” 
I heard from one of my constituents who somehow likened 
the refugees to the bubonic plague. Others felt that this 
so-called horde (estimated by one Los Angeles County 
official to be upward of one million — only 1,000 per cent 
off the mark) would suddenly swoop down and take 
their jobs away from them. 

According to some press reports the evacuees consti¬ 
tuted “Bar girls, pimps, and corrupt generals and civil 
servants” whose first desire was to land in Amercia and 
send for their gold in Swiss bank accounts. 

But it seems that the bulk of the refugees are fami¬ 
lies of Americans, employees and their families of Ameri¬ 
can government and business, or simply people who did 
not want to live under Communist domination. Most re¬ 
fugees felt they would be persecuted because of their 
participation in the South Vietnam cause and their friend¬ 
ship with the Americans. 

We are a nation of immigrants. Historians have noted 
that much of the strength and stability of this country 
and democracy has 1**011 due to our broad racial and 
rclieinus base enriched by new immigrants. Our policy of

They'll Get You In the End 

Pottie Tax Proposed By 
County Sanitation District 

by Philip E. Watson 
Los Angeles County Assessor 

It appears that former Assemblyman March Fong, 
the archenemy of pay toilets, was wrong when she said 
that ten cents was an extravagant and unneessary sum 
to pay for the simple pur¬ 
pose of heeding nature’s 


call. 

Although I heartily agree, 
her original ten cent deter¬ 
mination now appears to be 
short of the mark. 

I’ni referring to the fact 
that Sanitation District 
Number 26 is planning on 
levying a tax on every toilet 
within its boundaries in or¬ 
der to pay for the expansion 
of its capital project pro¬ 
gram. 


The proposed' annual base 
rate is a flat $30 charge, 
plus an additional levy of 
$16 for every toilet. That 
computes out to $46 for the 
first toilet which works out 
to twelve cent s . . . more 
than a dime a day. Of 
course, if one has two 
toilets the proposed annual 
$62 levy works o»:t to a more 
economical rate of 8cents 
per toilet per day. 

The County’s first pettie 
tax was adopted by County 
Supervisors on a standby 
basis and will go into ef¬ 
fect July 1 in the Ncwhall-

While the population of 
District 26 numbers only 
about 40,000, officials have 
warned that other areas may 
also face sharply increased 
charges to meet new federal 
water pollution standards. 

All of this has the iNew- 
ball property owners very 
upset. Many contend' that a 
flat surcharge based on the 
number of bathrooms is un¬ 
fair, and that it would bo 
more equitable to pay the 
cost through property taxes 

This controversy, while it 
may be a local one, has a 
great deal of significance to 
the property tax system. The 
issue is, who is going to pay 
for the high cost of burgeon 
ing governmental services as 
well as recently enacted en 
vironmental measures. 

In this case, the propoitv 
tax is toeing used a.s a 
wedge. If voters fail to ago 
to increase their district tax 
rate from 43 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation up lo 
$1.30 per $100, the District 
has threatened property 
owners with the user t>\ 
ihat I outlined. 

I’ve always felt that the 
property tax should he use I 
to finance property related 
services and-that community 
services such as schools and 
welfare should he financed 
hy other more broadly based 
methods of taxation. 

In the case of the proposed 
pottie tax for Newhall prop¬ 
erty owners, I’ll concede that 
this may be a legitimate -i.se 
ot the property tax because 
it does relate- to a property 
related service. 

The danger of the potti- 
tax, however, is that it cn 
ates a precedent for loading 
other non-property relat’d 
services onto the property 
tax base. All too often a 
benefit or environmen t a 1 
i leanup measure is man¬ 
dated by our elected repre¬ 
sentatives in Washington or 
Sacramento, but the funding 
is left to the local jurisdir- 
tio.ns which is another way 
of saying that the burden is 
placed on the shoulers of the 
property taxpayers. 

In the case of the pro¬ 
posed- pottle tax, the drama 
tic increase in costs is the 
result of new federal stan¬ 
dards requiring a higher 
level of purity for the treat¬ 
ment of sewage. 

If property owners are re ¬ 
quired to clean up a specific 
environmental problem, who 
will pay for other more gen¬ 
eral programs such as re¬ 
ducing air pollution? All too 
frequently in the past, the 
temptaiion has been to fi¬ 
nance these programs at the 
local level which means 
that the property taxpayers 
will be the one who have to 
shell out the money to pay 
for programs which should 
rightly he borne by the com¬ 
munity at large. 

It remains to be seen how 
future environmental pro¬ 
grams like the pottie tax 
will be funded, but unless 
they have a direct relation¬ 
ship with a property related 
service- they should- not be 
placed on the property tax.

Announcement was made 
this week of the moving of 
Royal Drug from 17 Kersting 
Court to their new home at 
82 West Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard in the near future as 
a new structure was being 
built by Manuel de la Torre 
and' the new huildihg was 
3% times larger tha.n the 
old business location. 

A downtown bui 1 d i n g 
boom was .noted in this is¬ 
sue, stating that nine ,nevv 
building stores wore to bn 
built between Lima and 
Baldwin Avenue on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. The .new drug 
store above bei,ng one of the 
new buildings. A new de¬ 
partment store was expected 
next to the Toy and Patio 
Viallage and three adjoining 
store s to be built to the 
west. 

It was a very saddened 
story, but with much en¬ 
thusiasm, a story was giver, 
in this issue of the arrival 
soon of a new fire engine 
to replace “Old Snort.” The 
new engine was to be a 
Crown Conch and Body fire 
engine, built in Los Angeles. 
The new engine was to at¬ 
tend a convention 1500 miles 
away at Roseburg, Oregon. 
Councilmon under the may¬ 
orship of Mr. Jame<; said, 
“The taxpayers are paying 
for a new piece of equip¬ 
ment, not for a used truck 
which has traveled 3,000 
miles. The answer to Crown 
was “.No, Susie can’t go.”
